of the Proposed Issuance of a Lifetime Operating Permit to
Kerr-McGee Chemical LLC in Madison

Kerr-McGee Chemical LLC has requested that the Illinois Environmental Protection
Agency issue a Lifetime Operating Permit for air emissions from its groundwater
remediation and treatment system located at #2 Washington Avenue in Madison. The
facility formerly was operating under a Federally Enforceable State Operating Permit
(FESOP) as a potentially major source of air emissions. Kerr-McGee has ceased wood
treating operations and is therefore no longer a potentially major source. As the result of
the change, a FESOP is no longer required for the facility. The Lifetime Operating
Permit will cover air emissions from the remaining operations at the facility.

The Illinois EPA is accepting comments on the draft permit.
